1992 Annual Report 


I wish to thank all the citizens of Meredith for their input and the support 
of my staff and myself in the challenges presented to us. 


The following lists achievements and project finalizations for 1992, as well 
as a number of items we will continue to work on for completion in 1993. 


e Completed Water Street drainage, sidewalk improvements and street 
paving. 


e Expanded municipal sewer line into our Business/Industry District on 
Enterprise Court. 


e In response to Federal mandates, a Telecommunication Device for the Deaf 
was made available at the Town Office during 1992. Through a donation from 
the Meredith Lions Club in early 1993, this system is also available at the 
Meredith Police Department. These systems allow communication between 
the Town and any hearing impaired individual with a companion machine. 
The TDD number at the Town Office is 279-4538 and the Police number is 
279-4561. The Town Office also offers a Public Announcement-Information 
Recording which is updated every Friday by 4:00 p.m. (279-7864). 


e A View Restoration Project for the Reservoir Property on Parade Road will 
be undertaken in February/March, 1993. A Forest Management Plan and 
site utilization will be reviewed. | 


e Construction of the Waukewan Street sidewalk, as voted at the 1992 Town 
Meeting, is planned for 1993. 


e Investigation of recreational field expansion between Prescott Park and the 
Elementary School will continue during 1993. 


e Completion of the public bathrooms at Leavitt Park Beach is anticipated 
for the start of the 1993 season. 


e A FAX machine has been installed at the Town Office as a convenience for 


our citizens and staff, allowing for more timely responses than can be pro- 
vided by mail. The FAX number is 279-1042. 
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¢ The Water Treatment Plant Upgrade for the Meredith Center Water Line 
Project began in 1992 and will be finalized in early 1993. 


e We plan to continue various drainage and road improvements during 1993 
as our budget will allow. 


¢ Reconstruction of the Meredith Center Road end of Chemung Road was 
started in 1992; paving is planned for this portion in 1993. 


e Additional education will continue for ponding recycling in an attempt 
to minimize solid waste costs. 


An idea that I would like to suggest for Meredith during 1993, which would 
beautify our Town and promote community spirit, is the ‘‘Adopt-A-Mile 
Volunteer Program’’. This is a program of volunteers who would assume 
responsibility for a portion of a Town road to keep roadside litter picked up 
throughout the year. Are you interested’? If so, please contact me at the 
Municipal Office (279-4538). 


The State of New Hampshire and their consulting engineers continue the 
Route 3 and 25 corridor study and improvement design. The NH DOT pro- 
gress to date is unsatisfactory and very slow, but I believe that 1993 will be 
the year when we must be involved, speak out and determine our future on 
this project. 


I, again, wish to thank our excellent Town employees and Board 
volunteers for their hard work and dedication to the townspeople of Meredith. 


If any citizens have questions, concerns or suggestions, please contact 
my staff or myself at the Municipal Offices. Your input is greatly appreciated.

Called to order at 7:00 PM on March 11 at Inter-Lakes High School Gym 
by Moderator Parkman. 


ARTICLE 17 

To see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of Ninety- 
Five Thousand ($95,000.) Dollars for the purpose of purchasing land and 
buildings from Thurston Enterprises, Inc., located on Lovejoy Sands Road, 
Tax Map U34, Lot 2, said appropriation to be inclusive of State or Federal 
grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the is- 
suance of serial bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, 
however, that the total amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduc- 
ed by the amount of such grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; 
(iii) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt 
of the proceeds of said bonds or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer 
to determine the method and manner of sale of such bonds, notes and tem- 
porary borrowings, to determine the rate of interest thereon, approve the form 
and determine all other details and particulars thereof, and to take such other 
action as may be necessary to effect the issuance, sale and delivery of such 
bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of 
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the Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement 
containing such representations and covenants as are necessary to maintain 
the tax exemption under Federal Income Tax Laws of interest on such bonds, 
notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the Selectmen and Town 
Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, 
or other contributions in aid of the project, and to expend the appropriation 
in accordance herewith. (Passage requires affirmative vote of two-thirds pre- 
sent and voting.) 


The article was moved by Selectman Robert Ambrose and seconded by 
Selectman James Hughes as read. Deliberation on the article followed. 


Mr. Ambrose explained that the property was first considered for pur- 
chase at the 1988 Town Meeting for the sum of $225,000.00 and the Board of 
Selectmen felt it was prudent to purchase the land for $135,000 this year for 
the future planning and to increase the parking in that area. The Selectmen 
are bringing this article to Town Meeting because they feel the acquisition 
is important. 


There was some discussion relative to a fee schedule, resident and non- 
resident use. Control and surveillance, maintenance and insurance costs, the 
use of the building were also discussed. 


Voters spoke both for and against the purchase. 


Ms. Ann Sprague questioned where the balance of $40,000. was coming 
from. Mr. Russell explained the Town two encumbrances to pay the balance. 
There was some further discussion. Moderator Parkman put the question to 
vote. Mr. Parkman explained that a paper ballot was required and a 2/3 vote 
would be necessary to pass the article. 


At 7:40 PM the polls closed with 149 votes cast.

The Moderator declared the article defeated. 


Selectman James Hughes moved to reconsider Article 17 because of the 
closeness of the vote. Mr. Parkman put the question to the assembly if they 
wished to reconsider the article and he would take a voice vote. 


Moderator Parkman declared the motion to reconsider to be denied by 
a voice vote of the assembly. 


ARTICLE 18 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer 
to borrow in anticipation of taxes, such sums as are necessary for the opera- 
tion of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes and to other- 
wise negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal year. 


It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Mongo 
as read. 


No discussion, no nays. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 
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ARTICLE 19 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer 
title to all real estate taken by the Town in default of redemption or from any 
Tax Lien upon such conditions as they shall see fit. 


Article was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Am- 
brose as read. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by Town Meeting, money from 
gifts or donations, etc., from the State, Federal or other governmental unit 
or a private source which becomes available during the year in accordance 
with RSA 31:95-b. 


Article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Selectman 
Hughes as read. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 21 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to ac- 
cept gifts of personal property, other than money, which may be offered to 
the Town for any public purpose. Such authorization shall remain in effect 
until rescinded by Town vote and with the following conditions in accordance 
with RSA 31:95-e. 


1. The Selectmen shall hold a public hearing prior to acceptance. 


2. No acceptance of any personal property shall be deemed to bind the 
Town to raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair or replacement of such personal property. 


Article was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman 
Mongo as read. 


No discussion. Article was passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 22 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Public Library Trustees, in 
accordance with RSA 202-A:4-C, to apply for, accept and expend, without fur- 
ther action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 
year. This money is to be used only for legal purposes for which a Town may 
appropriate money, not require the expenditure of other Town funds, and is 
exempt from all provisions of RSA 32, relative to limitation and expenditure 
of Town monies. 


The article was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman 
Ambrose as read. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote.

ARTICLE 23 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to ac- 
cept on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies and devises made to the Town in 
trust for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


The article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Select- 
man Hughes as read. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 24 
To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman Ambrose 
to raise the sum of $5,690,488.00 for the operational expenses of the Town, 
which includes water and sewer offset revenue of $2,410,154.00. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 25 

To see if the Town will vote to rescind the authorization for the issuance 
of serial bonds or notes for the construction and improvement of a Fire Substa- 
tion on Town property located in Meredith Center (Article 10, 1989 Town 
Meeting); said appropriation was made by temporary borrowing only. 


It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Ambrose 
to pass the article as read. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 26 

To see if the Town will vote to rescind the authorization for the issuance 
of serial bonds or notes for the purpose of purchasing capital equipment and 
improvements as follows: One (1) Fire Truck ($162,500.) ; Fire Department 
Equipment ($24,931.) ; Municipal Office Improvements ($35,000.) ; Police Com- 
puter System ($37,339.); (Article 24, 1988 Town Meeting) ; said appropriation 
was made by temporary borrowing only. 


The article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Select- 
man Hughes as read. No discussion, article passed in the affirmative by a 
unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 27 

To see if the Town will vote to rescind the current use penalty transfer 
to the Conservation Commission and LCIP Fund as adopted under Article 
20 of the 1989 Town Meeting Warrant. 


The article was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Selectman 
Mongo as read. Mr. Hughes explained that a new statute effective August 
1991 causes the 1989 vote to be in noncompliance. 


‘No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 
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ARTICLE 28 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of NH RSA 79-A:25, 
whereby placing current use change tax funds, in an amount up to Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000) Dollars per year, in a conservation fund in accordance with 
RSA 36-A:5. 


The article was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman 
Ambrose as read. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 29 

Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79-A:25-a, to account for revenues 
received from the land use change tax in a fund separate from the general 
fund? Any surplus remaining in the land use change tax fund shall not be part 
of the general fund until such time as the legislative body shall have had the 
opportunity at an annual meeting to vote to appropriate a specific amount 
from the land use change tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the laws 
or by the Constitution of this State. After an annual meeting, any unap- 
propriated balance of the land use change tax revenue received during the 
prior fiscal year shall be recognized as a general fund revenue for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 


The article was moved by Ambrose and seconded by Hughes as read. 
Discussion centered on how the funds would be allocated. Manager Russell 
explained the Conservation Fund in Article 28 would receive the first $10,000, 
then the $16,000 loan on the LCIP land purchase would be paid and the re- 
maining balance would be held in escrow for appropriation consideration at 
the next Town Meeting. 


Paper balloting had 132 Yes and 4 No votes. Moderator declared the arti- 
cle passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 30 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand ($20,000.) Dollars for improvements under the State Aid Reconstruc- 
tion Program provided that the State of New Hampshire appropriates Forty 
Thousand ($40,000.) Dollars. 


The article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Select- 
man Hughes as read. 


No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 31 

To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Fire Department Capital 
Equipment Fund; said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, 
to be transferred to the Town’s General Fund. 


The article was moved by Mrs. Mongo and seconded by Mr. Ambrose 
as read. Mr. Welch wanted to know the balance in the fund. The amount is 
$4656 according to Mr. Carson, Trustee of Trust Funds. 


No further discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous 
voice vote.

ARTICLE 32 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Fire Department Fire Truck 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand ($25,000. ) 
Dollars and authorize the use/transfer of this amount from the Town’s General 
Fund surplus. 


The article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Select- 
man Hughes as read. Manager Russell explained the previous capital fund 
was not specific enough and this article addresses the specific purchase of 
a fire truck to replace a 1962 model. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 33 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thou- 
sand Five Hundred ($4,500.) Dollars for the design of a sidewalk on Waukewan 
Street from the Waukewan boat launch area to Waukewan Beach. 


Article was moved by Mr. Hughes and seconded by Mrs. Mongo as read. 
After considerable discussion relative to safety and type of construction and 
total funding, Wendell Whitcher moved and Elizabeth Lapham seconded to 
amend the article ‘‘to raise and appropriate the sum of $41,000 for the design 
and building of a sidewalk on Waukewan Street from the Waukewan boat 
launch to Waukewan Beach.”’ Several spoke in favor of the amended article 
with some dissention relative to vehicle parking. The Moderator declared the 
amendment passed by a voice vote. The amended article in the amount of 
$41,000 to design and construct the sidewalk was declared passed in the affir- 
mative by the Moderator on a voice vote. There were a few nays. 


ARTICLE 34 . 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 149-I to give 
the Selectman the authority to assess upon the person whose drains enter our 
sewer mains, drains, treatment facilities or whose land receives special 
benefits, their just share of expense or any capital debt or interest of con- 
struction and maintenance and do all things necessary to maintain and operate 
a Sewer Department in the best interest of the Town. 


The article was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman 
Ambrose as read. No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a 
unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 35 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 38 to allow 
the Selectmen to exercise their authority to assess upon the persons who con- 
nect to our facilities, water mains or whose land receives special benefits, 
their just share of expense or capital debt or interest of constructing and main- 
taining the same, and to do all things necessary to maintain and operate a 
Water Department in the best interest of the Town.

The article was moved by Selectman Ambrose and seconded by Select- 
man Hughes as read. This article would allow the Board of Selectmen to ex- 
ercise their authority to do water betterment assessment for water line ex- 
tensions in the best interest of the Town without further action by Town 
Meeting. 


Manager Russell explained the process of betterment against benefitting 
owners. No discussion. Passed in the affirmative by a unanimous voice vote. 


Selectman Robert Ambrose made a presentation of a plaque to Moderator 
Joseph Parkman for his 22 years as the Moderator for the Town of Meredith 
(1970-1992). Mr. Parkman received a standing ovation from the assembly. 


Mr. Robert Ambrose was commended for his 6 years service as Select- 
man for the Town of Meredith. Selectman James Hughes said a tree would 
be planted in the refurbished Clough Park in Mr. Ambrose’s name. The 
assembly thanked Mr. Ambrose with a round of applause. 


The Meeting was adjourned at 9:00 PM.

ARTICLE 27

Roads known as Reservoir Road and Hemlock Drive; Reservoir Road discon- 
tinuance would begin by Tax Map S23, Lot 54B (second corner), continue to 
Hemlock Drive intersection; from this intersection to the end of Reservoir 
Road at Town Property, Tax Map S22, Lot 22. Hemlock Drive discontinuance 
would begin at Hemlock Drive and Reservoir Road intersection to the pro- 
posed realigned section along Tax Map S23, Lot 54C.
